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Continuation of 13. Other: Acknowledgement is made regarding the submission of amended claims canceling the non-allowable claims. 
However there is non allowable subject matter present in claim 1. Claim 1 recites the substance inhibits (a), (b) or (c). The subject matter 
of (a), (b) and (c) was restricted as being distinct inventions in the restriction requirement mailed 10/04/2007 wherein applicant elected the 
subject matter of sub-group (a) the interaction between CD26 and caveolin-1 . The subject matter of sub-groups (b) and (c) were withdrawn 
as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Just for clarification, the original claim 1 was indicated as a linking claim in the previous 
restriction requirement and linked inventions of groups l-lll. As stated in the restriction requirement, if claim 1 was found allowable the 
restrcition requirement as to the the linked inventions would be withdrawn. The original claim 1 was never indicated as allowable and the 
amendment filed 03/24/2009 amending claim 1 now removes claim 1 as being a linking claim.
